CELERY IN HOME GARDENS 
Well rooted celery plants must be 
set out in this altitude by the first 
week in July in order to afford them 
plenty of time to complete growth 
before cold weather comes, To grow' 
such plants and have them ready 
for early July transplanting requires 
about IO weeks. A little arithmetic 
conducted with a calendar thereby 
indicates that seed must be sown 
no later than this week, with culture 
practices speeding growth to a maix- 
imum 
to meet the transplanting 
deadline. Of course, where but a 
few plants are needed, they may be 
purchased and set ouf any time in 
late June for the fall crop. Or sev­ 
eral home gardeners may cooperate 
and grow all the plants needed to 
supply the group. 
Celery seed is small and does not 
germinate readily unless it is placed 
in a cheesecloth or muslin bag and 
soaked over night. Then it should 
be mixed with dry sand and sown 
in very shallow trencher in a seed- 
flat of sandy loam. To avoid the 
troublesome habit of plants "bolt­ 
ing’’ (developing seed stalks), the 
seed bed should be kept at a tem ­ 
perature around 60 to 65 or 68 de­ 
grees.

There Is no substi­ 
tute for naturally fertile arui amply 
mellow looms, although plenty well 
rotted and finely pulverized manure 
should be turned under and worked 
through the soil to a depth of at least 
IO inches. This should be done two or 
three weeks before plants are set 
out. About a week before transplant- j 
big time fertilizer should be ap­ 
plied, broadcast over the surface and 
worked into the top soil at the rate 
of 1.200 to 1,800 pounds per acre or 
about 4 pounds per IOO square feet. 
Tilts should be a strength some­ 
where between a 4-12-4 and 6-10-6, 
with many experienced growers pre­ 
ferring a 6-8-6 mixture. 
One or more side dressings of ni­ 
trate of soda after transplanting 
Ls recommended to hasten growth 
and promote formation of sturdy, 
, vigorous plants. 
If blights have been experienced 
in previous attempts to grow celery, 
especially late blight, it may prove 
advisable to spray plants at least 
once or twice before they are trans­ 
planted to their growing site, using 
a 4-4-50 strength of Bordeaux mix­ 
ture. Then repeat applications at 
! 10-day intervals until early fall.

As a general rule nature's colors 
are in good harmony, but where the 
gardener is planting a Judas tree 
(Cercis canadensis) it is w-ell to keep 
it away from pink and red flowering 
shrubs which share its April bloom­ 
ing season. The rosy purple color of 
its showy pealike flowers clashes with 
most pink and red shades. 
'Hie flowers are borne in clusters 
arranged in tiers on the older stems 
and even on the trunk before the 
leaf buds unfold. Some people call 
it Redbud, others Junebud and most 
consider it a tall shrub rather than 
a tree. In time it will reach a height 
of more 
than 
30 feet with the 
branches at the top in a horizontal 
position in sharp contrast to the 
lower ones, which strive upward. 
After the blooming season 
the 
large heart-shaped leaves give the 
plants a distinctive appearance and 
the thick bunches of brown, fiat, 
three-inch seedpods are sure to at­ 
ta c k attention, especially after the 
first good freeze has turned the foli­ 
age brown. 
It is a picturesque plant if placed 
correctly. Give it room to develop its 
natural informal shape. The flowers 
are mast conspicuous if seen either 
against the white wall of the house 
or a background of dark evergreens.
